WHEN H.M.S. INVINCIBLE returned from the Gulf there was quite a re- 
ception for the ship and its crew, mingled with relief that it had not 
been used and that no British serviceman had been Killed in any fur- 
ther outbreak of war in the Middle East.

Why Southern 
Ireland likes the 
E.U. 


According to figures issued in 1997 
Southern Ireland was one of the great- 
est recipients of hand-outs from the 
European Union. 
Here are the relative figures:- 
per person 


Eire receives £432 
U.K. gives £27 
Portugal receives £189 
Spain receives £102 
Austria gives £23 
Italy gives £11 
Sweden — gives £57 
Denmark receives £25 
Germany gives £89 
Holland — gives £108 
Belgium gives £50 


These figures only refer to the direct 
contribution and receipts to the E.U. 
and are quite separate from the bal- 
ance of payments. However even these 
direct figures mean that the average 
British family is giving £100 a year to 
the E.U. 

Interestingly the total contribution 
figure for the U.K. is £1,525 million, 
while the total receipts for Eire are 
£1514. 

So it could be argued that Britain is 
giving Southern Ireland an annual 
hand out of about £1,500m - no won- 
der their economy has been booming.

Out goes 
Waterloo,

SINCE THE 1970s the unelected and 
publicly-funded army of multicultural 
“specialist advisers’, esconced behind 
the scenes of almost every department 
of the British administrative system, 
has grown in power and confidence to 
the extent that today, it has discarded 
the shadowy *back-seat’ advisory role 
which it had previously played and 
blatantly grasped the ‘steering wheel’. 

Nowhere is this more clearly evi- 
denced than in the realm of education. 
Robin Richardson, chief inspector to 
the London Borough of Brent in the 
1980's and now ‘adviser’ to the county 
of Berkshire, recently articulated the 
objectives of the multiculturalist 
movement and its strategy for their 
attainment, saying: “I’m part of the 
movement to reshape our national 
identity....and I’m not ashamed to say 
that, to achieve that, I'd want to re- 
write history and refocus the way we 
teach it.” 

Richardson went on to explain how 
the teaching of history in British 
schools must in the future give promi- 
nence to “stories of a different kind” - 
in other words, historical accounts 
which did not discriminate against 
anyone. “military victories like Water- 
loo, Trafalgar and Dunkirk”, he said 
“are not an important part of our mod- 
ern national identity because some of 
our people cannot share in them’. he 
described the Battle of Britain as a 
classic example of “exclusive history” 
because it is non-inclusive on class, 
doesn’t include women or old people, 
and fails to stimulate the emotions of 
Asians and people of West Indian ori- 
gin. 

Richardson's proposals have been 
warmly welcomed in some of Britain’s 
state schools - most notably amongst 
those who function in areas of high 
ethnic diversity. William Anderson, for 
example, the Jamaican-born head of a 
comprehensive school in Hammer- 
smith, where 60% of pupils are non- 
white, argued that the traditional Brit- 
ish national identity no longer existed. 
Many of his pupils, he said, wouldn't 
even recognise the National Anthem. 
Schools in Bradford, Newham and 
Waltham Forest, who have already 
embraced wholeheartedly the 
multicultural ethos, were also enthu- 
siastic for the revision of British his- 
tory.

SINCE 1989 A TOTAL OF 250,000 would be immigrants 
have applied for asylum in Britain. Thanks to the bu- 
reaucracy and appeals process that accompanies each 
application, only 23,700 of these have been dealt with: 
10,700 have been granted and 13,000 have been re- 


jected. 


On this basis there are nearly 150,000 bogus asylum seekers 
happily living in Britain knowing that it will be years before 
the system catches up with them, knowing that Jack Straw, the 
Labour Home Secretary is likely to grant an amnesty for them, 
and knowing that in all probability they are here to stay! 


Britain has the highest level of asy- 
lum seekers of any European coun- 
try and one reason for this was re- 
vealed recently when it became ap- 
parent that many of these immigrants 
have been turfed out of countries 
such as Belgium, Spain, Austria and 
Germany. They have then be told by 
E.U. bureaucrats that they have 
seven days to quit those countries 
which have signed up to the “Open 
borders” Schengen Agreement - and 
that their only realistic option is to 
head for Britain. 

As_ a result hundreds, probably 
thousands, of individuals who have 
been rejected by other E.U. countries 
are being bundled onto Eurostar 
trains and cross channel ferries to be 
dumped in Britain - all the evidence 
suggests that this has been going on 
since at least last September and that 
it is happening with the connivance 
of officials in cities like Brussels. 

Only in the last few weeks has 


there been any tightening up on the 
flood of immigrants through the 
Channel Tunnel - fines are now to 
be imposed on any such bogus asy- 
lum seekers that are caught. It was 
reported that New Labour, John 
Prescott in particular, held back from 
such a step for months because it 
would affect the financial viability 
of Eurostar - in other words there 
were so many bogus immigrants 
travelling that it made up a signifi- 
cant part of the income of Eurostar.

THE ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY has again warned of the threat facing 
Britain’s water supply infrastructure. The combined factors of under-invest- 
ment, a failure to implement a forward-looking. co-ordinated maintenance 
strategy, and an over-arching pursuit of short-term profit at any cost, has 
resulted in a major deterioration of the water supply network. 


The Agency spoke of its deep con- 
cers in reaction to OFWAT’s recent 
announcement that its priority for the 
first years of the new millennium 
would be to “cut bills”. A spokes- 
man for the Agency warned that 
while it was right that customers, 
where possible, should enjoy low- 
cost water supplies, lower price lev- 
els “should not be gained at the ex- 
pense of vitally important environ- 
mental improvements”. 

Given the extensive problems 
threatening the efficiency of our 
water supply, OFWAT’s disregard 
for environmental considerations 
defies belief. For the official ‘pro- 
tectors’ of our water industry to place 
price-considerations over and above 
the well-being of the entire supply 
process is not only foolishly short- 
sighted in business terms, but it also 
plainly underlines a fundamental ig- 
norance on OFWAT’s behalf of what 
the primary responsibility of a regu- 
latory organisation ought to be. 

The present system by which 
membership of regulatory bodies is 
organised, which reduces them, in 
practice, to mere cushy clubs for the 
well-connected and privileged ‘elite’ 
of the capitalist establishment, prob- 
ably explains OFWAT’s totally in- 
appropriate prioritising of needs. It 
also goes a long way in explaining 
how the Agency, supposedly respon- 
sible for representing the best inter- 
ests of the British public could get it 
so completely wrong. 

How on earth can a pledge to cut 
prices “in the first years of the new 
millennium” represent the public’s 
best interests, when the extensive 
supplies of water which are left to 
haemorrhage from badly-maintained 
crumbling sewers and drains, result 
in ever-increasing supply shortages 


to the consuming public? Moreover, 


what difference will a few pence off 


of the household bill mean to the 
people who live in the million homes 
in England alone suffering from rat 
infestations stemming from the de- 
teriorating infrastructure of the wa- 
ter-supply network? 

The offer of this miniscule “back- 
hander’, paid for anyway, out of the 
obscene profits which the newly pri- 
vatised companies have managed to 
wring from their poorly served cus- 
tomers, has achieved something, at 
least.

But an integrated transport system 
certainly isn’t new to Britain. We had 
it once before when every part of our 
country was covered by a railway 
service that was the envy of the 
world. 

That was nearly 40 years ago be- 
fore, on 6th April 1960, Dr Richard 
Beeching was headhunted by the 
Tory Government from ICI to head 
the British Railways Board. 

Beeching knew nothing of trans- 
port and was only concerned with 
making a profit for his new employ- 
ers. Public service and environmen- 
tal concerns weren't on his mind 
when he drew up a report that would 
return, transport-wise, much of Brit- 
ain back to how it was before the 
industrial revolution. 

In his report published on 27th 
March 1963 he called for the closure 
of 2.128 stations, a 25% cut in the 
railway network, the scrapping of 
8.000 passenger coaches and the 
axing of 67,700 jobs.

Only a nationally-owned, publicly 
accountable and highly co-ordinated 
water corporation - with a clearly 
defined and forward-looking strategy 
designed to secure and enhance our 
water supply for today, tomorrow and 
the future millennium - would be 
capable of ensuring the provision of 
such a service.

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Under-16’s 
Pregnancies Soar 


According to figures released in early 
March the number of teenage pregnan- 
cies has risen to the highest level for 

11 years. In 1996 a tota! of 8,829 un- 
der-age girls became pregnant. This 
resulted in 4,500 abortions. The high- 
est levels were in the London Bor- 
oughs of Lambeth, Southwark and 
Lewisham. 

Valerie Riches, Director of the *Fam- 
ily and Youth Concern’ group attacked 
the existing policies on sex education: 

She 
also said that more sex education and 
easy availability of contraception led 
to more experimentation and more 
under-age pregnancies.
